Hi Nate, 

Here is the requested information for the Westchester Streetscape 
Improvement Project (Maxine Waters project). 

As Lance had noted, the only reason why the City is doing this sidewalk 
reconstruction work is because we've received special funds from an 
outside revenue source to do so; that none of this work is being funded 
by some sort of budgeted City sidewalk repair program. 

The other thing to note is that we anticipate to start the construction of 
this project by July 2014, so no new sidewalk has been installed yet nor 
have we installed any of the replacement trees. 

1. Length of sidewalk to be reconstructed: Approximately 1900 linear feet 
(approx. 0.32 miles) 

2. Project location: The west side of Sepulveda Boulevard between 80th 
Street and 84th Place. 

3. Quantity & types of trees removed: 16 Ficus nitida (Indian Laurel Fig) 

+ 4 smaller Calistemon viminalis (Bottle brush) trees were removed from 
the sidewalk areas by Westchester Streetscape Association in anticipation 
of this project. 

4. Qauntity & types of replacement trees: 27 Koelreuteria bipinnata 
(Chinese Flame Tree) and 14 Handroanthus impetiginosus (Pink Trumpet 
Tree) 

5. Canopy size of the new trees at maturity: 20' - 25' for the Chinese 
Flame Tree, and 25' - 30' for the Pink Trumpet Tree 

6. Cost of the Project: $980,000

7. Who Paid for the Project: Project funding comes from the Federal grant 
funds.
